OUR COUNTE AFFAIRS. 
Kditors Memphis Appeal. 

Having occupied a position that has 
rendered me somewhat familiar with 
our county affairs, I wish to direct atten- 
tion tothe importance of the changes 
madé by the legislature in the mode of 
doing county business in Shelby. In 
Davidson county the magistrates devote 
one day in each quarter to county busi- 

yet each

two dollars a day. 
id go through 


used to get the same pay, &! 
business equally expeditiously. Kefore 
the war our county magistrates voted 
themselves five dollars a day for the time 
employed. When the county court was 
reorganized in 1864, prices went up, and 
now our magistrates, I confess, spend 
much time unprofitably, yet vote them- 
selves each ten dollars a day. I have 
considered this wrong, but what js the 
use of one man opposing a thing when & 
majority are determined to carry it 
through? The legislature has ‘ow 
thorized the appointment of five com- 
missioners and a lawyer to do the county 
business. In Memphis this change ts 
commended by some on the ground of 
supposed economy. ‘The legisiature were 
solely influenced, I am credibly informed, 
by the alleged disloyalty of the cougfy 
istrates. 

mr ropose to consider the former plea. 
Is the change likely to be advantageous 
to the public? I do not question the 
character of the gentlemen who are re- 
ported to have been appointed comimiis- 
sioners. I think two of them persons 
who can be safely trusted with the pecu- 
niary responsibilities of the position. 
Perhaps all of them may be s0. But 
how will the cost of the new 
system compare with that of the old? 
How much better will public business be 
attended to? Ido not think there will 
be a fracas between the county magis- 
trates and the new county commission- 
ers. The county court is expected to 
meet next week. What can itdo when 
the law recenthy passed relieves the 
magistrates of all duties as mem bers of 
a county court? Itecan’t yet enjoin the 
new commissioners, for they will not 
have given their bonds and been duly 
qualified. It can, perhaps, by manda- 
mus, enforce the attendance of the 
county clerk and Bis book #if he should 
not recognize-its continued existence, 
but then it can’t do business. The 
county court is rubbed out until, by jadi- 
cial decision that the county commis- 
sioner law is unconstitutional, there is a 
revival of the county court. That will 
take time. The ultimate will be, M4 
think, the abolition of this county com- 
mission; bat for the present gt is sad- 
died on Shelby and no other county in 
the state. 

What will it cost? For magistrates 
and judges,the county paid iast year 
about $8250. As there is now another 
judge and five commissioners and 4 
lawyer to pay, we may safely calculate 
that the increased expense will be for 
this branch of the public service at least 
$16,000. Asthe lawyer of the county 
will get up new blanks, we may calcu- 
late that instead of $3000, the usual ex- 
pense annually for county printing, we 
will now pay $10,000. Thia is more 
likely from the fact that, appointed as 
partisans, the new conmissioners will 
feel obliged to give the printing to their 
arty organ. 

From the increase of court machinery, 
that I consider entirely unnecessary, we 
may estimate that the expenses of the 
criminal and other courts will be, during 


the ensuing year, $15,000 instead of 
$11,000 last year, and instead of the 


$9000 charged last year to jurors, we 
may be sure the expense will run up to 
$20,000 during the present. Similar rea- 
sons insure inereased expenditure for 
jails and prisoners that, last year, cost us 
$18,000, ang will now cost us $25,000 a 
year. ‘ 

Another feature wiii cerjainly involve 
still larger» increase of expenditures. 
There were thirty-five magistrates con- 
stituting our county court. They be- 
longed te the several districts of the 
county, seventeen in number. They 
may, at times, have been governed by 
prejudices, but looking to the people ot 
their several districts for approval and 
re-election, and haviug, themselves, lo- 
cal interests in different parts of the 
county, they could, and did attend better 
to the making and repair of roads, the 
building and repair of bridges, the assist- 
ance of meritorious pauperg, and the ex- 
clusion of unworthy ones, than the five 
pew commissioners can possil)ly do rT 
duties. Is it to be supposed that Mr. Hill 
will leave his banking office, or Judge 
Lewis his law business, to ride twenty 
or thirty miles to visit the diMleren: 
districts of the county and become as 
familiar with the roads, bridges and pau- 
pers of each as the magistrates who re- 
side permanently jn them’? The new 
commissiovuers will have all their per- 
sonal interests in two or three districts, 
fhey wil], we may be pretty sure, go it 
blind when making appropriations for 
three-fourths of the county. We may 
thus be certain that the bridges of the 
county will cost us somewhere between 
$30,000 and $50,000 instead of the 520,000 
that they cost last year. - The roads wil) 
ve more neglected and will cost more, 
and the poor, whose support cost us last 
vear about $9000, will almost certainly 
foot up $15,000 or $20,000, The entire 
expense of county machinery will re- 
quire a revenue of over 3200,000 instead 
of $152 0OO last year. Yet the business 
must necessarily be more ignorantly 
done. I say this simply to let the public 
know the load that has beep asddled 
upon us by the Brownlow cliyue. We 
must stand it, but it should be knownand 
remembered. 

AN EX-COUNTY OFFICIAL, 

NASHVILLE CORRESPONDENCE. 

NASHVILLE, TRENN., Mareh 2, 
Editors Menmiphis Appeal : 
There is one-part of our state constitu. 
tion that is very much in the road; so 
mucli so, in fact, that many members of 
the legislature have regarded it as a 
nuisance. It is that part which says no 
member of the legislature shall be eligible 
toany place of profit during the term 
for which he is elected. Under this ab- 
surd clause members of the legislature 
may make places very fat and then not 
be able to take them for themselves. 
There was little gen, smith made the 
police commission yery fai, and then 
was told by the judges of the supreme 
court that & couldn’t take it, although 
Hall, who boarded at the same house he 
did, had gone round to the members of 
the legislature and got them to signa 
recommendation for smith, constitution 
or no constitution. Itriled smith badly, 
and no wonder. Almost anybody would 
have been riled at being so chiseled 
out of hig pencng. Another case of 
the sume kind heppened recently. 
Several! of the members of the legisia- 
ture concluded that Mr. Lewis, the re- 
ceiver of the Clarksville railroad, had a 
very good thing of it, and as he had got 
the road to doing pretty weil, and yield- 
ing a revenue of $25,000 a inonth, and as 
he had fixed everything with the Louis- 
ville railroad and had got well out of the 
difficulties in which he found the road, 
be had had the place about long enough, 
especially as he wasn’t a member of the 
legislature; so they got up a case against 
him and wouldn’t allow his testimony to 
be read and got him turned out. The 
place was thus made vacant, and each of 
them expected, just as much as Wines 
did, that he would be at once appointed 
by Gov. Brownlow; but the supreme 
court unanimously said it couldn’t be 
done—it was not constitytional—and the 
result is that nobody has gotit yet. It 
has been urged on the governor that he 
can puta man of straw in as receiver, 
with an understanding that he is to give 
subordinate places to members of the 
legislature at the same salary as he gets 
himself. This will do. 
Labor is not nearly so. well paid in 
Nashville as in Memphis, but on the 
other hand, living is’ a great deal 
cheaper. A hackman in Nashville 
charges fifty cents where one in Mem- 
phis would charge adollar. A barber in 
Nashville charges fifteen cents where 
one in ee would charge twenty- 
five cents. Lager beeris the only arti- 
cle that I now remember that is cheaper 
in Memphis than here. The negroes of 
Nashville are fifty per cent, more good 
jooking and sprightly than the blacks of 
Memphis; on the other hand, the dis- 
reputable fast women of Nashville seem, 
as ageneral thing, vastly more groggy, 
dirty and dilapidated than their sort in 
Memphis. 
Hudson, some Young lawyer, has been 
selected by Beaumont & Co. to be prose- 
ceuting attorney for the new municipal 
court of Memphis, and Gov.

Clarksville, for certain grades of to- 
Bacco, is one of the most important 
markets in the world. Dealers come 
from different parts of Europe to pur- 
chase their stock, and they say that they 
can buy the heavy, strong kinds to better 
advantage there than iu either Cincin- 
nati or New York. Just at this time, 
the prices of tobacco at Clarksville are 
low, and with a downward tendency. 
This is the more singular, as large orders 
have yet to be filled. Yery few of the 
tobacco-growers jn .the region about 
Clarksville have Yet begun to sow the

Col. Innes has no 
superior as a civil engineer, and he will 
promptly repair the damages done b 
the flood. velers now go throug 
from here to Chattanooga without de- 
tention, as boats have been employed to 
carry them over the river at Bridgeport 
to procééd on connecting trains. 

The carefully managed Decatur rail- 
road is running as regularly as clock 
work. Mostof the travel between here 
and Memphis is now done overit. The 
Clarksville railroad only now runs from

CONGRESSIONAL NEWS. 
Special to the New Orleans Crescent. | 

WaAsHINGTON, March 24.—Gen. Tay- 
lor had an interview with the president 
to-day, which lasted about an hour. 

The general stated that the object of 
his mission from the legislature was that 
of obtaining from the president his views 
on the situation, and thaé he felt author- 
ized to say that the legislature proposed 

ing laws in conformity with the pro- 
visions of the military bill, and fully to 
accept all the necessities of the situation, 

The president, in effect, confined him- 
self to the proposition that the people of 
Louisiana should wisely consult their 
interests, and act for the best and most 
lasting protection of them. Beyond 
thishe seemed disinclined to commit 
himself to any explicit opinion or 
recommendation, either in reference to 
the affairs of Louisiana or to general 
politics. 

A proposition which has been submit- 
ted to relieve Gens. Wade Hampton and 
Richard Taylor from their pelitical dis- 
abilities, consequent upon their partici- 
pation in the efforts at secession, is fa- 
vorably received among the radicals. 

President Johnaon is stated, on good 
authority, to have expressed the opinion 
that the session will be prolonged beyond 
the expectation of many. 

The senate finance committee is au- 
thoritatively stated to have unanimously 
decided on eens in favor of the 
sage of the bill guaranteeing six millions 
of Louisiana levee bonds. 

' The ehances of Gen. Steadman for 
confirmation as colleetor of internal 
revenue at New Orleans are considered 
ood. The nomination is regarded with 
avor by the Ohio senatorse—Wade and 
Sherman. 

The president returned the su 
tal bill with his objections, of w 
following synopels : 

The vill provides for elections in ten 
states for the vurpose of making consti- 
tutions, but all elections, while the origi- 
nal bill remains in force, come within its 
restrictions. 

Preliminary to the elections comes 
registration. The unregistered cannot 
vote. Preliminary to registration, a 
vague oath that the applicant is not dis- 
franchised by participation in the rebel- 
lion is required. The applicant for reg- 
istration must decide for himself. This 
is a fearful responsibility, for though the 
bill does not define perjury, nor fix the 
penalty for miataken swearing, yet we 
must not forget that martial law prevails 
and thé affiant is respomtible to military 
com missioners, without previous presen(- 
ment by grand jury. The military com- 
mander deterasines what is an offense 
and prescribes the punishment therefor. 

The fourth section provides that the 
military commander shall appoint the 
necessary boards -of registration, each 
consisting of three loyal persons who 
may be military officers, citizens of the 
state or strangers. Exercising impor- 
tant functions, and vested with unlim- 
ited discretion, they decide questions 
and make returns. Whatever errors or 
frauds they commit pass unquestioned. 
By such means are conventions of dele- 
gates to he constituted. These delegates 
are to speak for the pie. Common 
justice requires that they should have 
authority from the people. No canven- 
tion so constituted will in any sense rep- 
resent the wisires of the people; for, ua- 
der a law embracing exceptions and 


lemen- 
ch the 


uncertajnty, which {he disfranchise- 
ment clause leaves open, the great body 
of a people may be excluded from the 
polls, 


It is not deemed necessary to investi- 
gate further the details of the bill. No 
consideration could induce him to ap- 
prove such an election law for any pur- 
pose, especially for the purpose of form- 
ing a copatitution for a state.

We do not believe there has ever been 
any serious intention of bringing Mr. 
Davis to trial before a jury. It would 
have been easy to bang him by a Mili- 
tary Commission ; but it is a verygliffer- 
ent thing to have all the questions that 
his case presents submitted to a jury. 
The whole doctrine as to the nature of 
the Constitution, as a compact between 
the States, as to the soyereignty of the 
States, and as to their right to secede, 
would be discussed. Northern Judges, 
following Northern precedents, would 
probably charge the jury that they were 
not the judges of the law, but only of the 
facts: for Judges are always ready to 
encroach upon the prerogatives of jurors, 
when required to do so by Power. But 
all these questions would be argued to 
the jury, in full, as like questiens have 
always been argued by great lawyers in 
this and other countries; and tye right 
ef the jury to decide the law would be 
insisted on, and exercised. The exam- 
ples set by EskINe, GRATTAN, CURRAN, 
RRoUGHAM and SHEIL will never be lost 
upon the profession. The right of eeces- 
sion would be demonstrated; the South 
would be vindicated; and thousands 
upon thousands of the Northern people, 
theretofore deceived and grossly ignorant 
upon all these questiens, would for the 


first time learn, through the newspapers 


reporting the trial, the South’s justifica- 
tion and the true meaning of the Consti- 
tution. The Government of the United 
States does not court such a discussien. 
On the trial of Queen CAROLINE, forty- 
five years ago, BrouGHAM and DENMAN 
were of her counsel. DENMAN animad- 
verted so severely upon the testimony 
and conduct of the King’s brother, after- 
wards Wit11am IV, that he was sup- 
posed to have lost all chance of promo- 
tion to the Bench. BrovecHam braved 


official power, then wielded by one of 
the most arbitrary and unscrupulous of 


the British Kings. He did mot fail to 
even peril all hopes of future preferment 
by the boldness of his language and his 
energetic denunciations of the conduct 
of the unfaithful husband monarch, 
though he was then exercising Imperial 
prerogatives. The closing appeal to the 
House of Lords in behalf of the injured, 
but imprudent Queen, is a model of elo- 
quence and power. The vigor of his de- 
fence saved the case even before the 
Peers of England, where the royal influ- 
ence and power might be supposed to 
have the greatest weight. 

lf Mr. Davis é tried, there will be 
counsel in his defence, whom power can- 
not overawe, and who will prove them- 
selves the peers of the great lawyers 
that bave made the professivn illustri- 
ous, and equal to the discussion of the 
questions involved, the greatest and 
gravest, peroaps, ever debated in a court 
of justice. It will be the Southern peo- 
ple arraigned and tried for treason, and 
not alone JEFFERSON DAvis their Chief; 
and a whole people on trial is no ordinary 
spectacle. .For Mr. Davis, the trial 
would be the crowning glory of his life.

It 
is dignified and ennobled, and those 
who die for it, béeimg true soldiers and 
not mereenagies, are martyrs. And that 
defectiveriess and inferior quality of the 
moral sense of which we spoke in a 
previous paragraph, consists in this, 
that the people of the North have never 
yet proven themselves appreciative 
enough to respect and honour that devo- 
tion to principle, and an idea, which 
inspired the Southern people in their 
heroic struggle, and nerved their 
souls to meet the tremendous odds 
against them, and cheerfully to 
make the immense sacrifices which the 
war required. The legislator, especially, 
who cannot comprehend and honor 
this devotedness, this loyalty to 
an idea and a great principle, this 
almost religious Juith, may be a 
shrewd attorney or a cunning politician, 
but he is not and never can become a 
Statesman. Jie is not worthy of pity; 
but the people are to be pitied in whose 
hearta there is nothing that responds 
with sympathy to the noble heroism that 
makes another people put everything at 
hazard for a great idea; that cannot 
comprehend such a motive for self-sacri- 
fice; that retains malice and anger 
against a people that has so struggled 
and lost; and that insists on punishing 
devotion to principle as a crime. 

The people of the North, in punishing 
us by disfranchiseMment and confiscation, 
do themselves the greater harm. Us 
they impoverish, and take from us the 
protection of the laws, and give our 
birth-right to the negroes whom they 
prefer as political associates; but on 
themselves they heap disgrace, as the 
manor people always does that is not 
noble enough to sympathize with and 
respect a conquered but heroic enemy. 

While they imagine themselves lenient 
and merciful, because they have not 
taken our estates and lives, they insist 
on egnfiscating our free opinions, and 
adjudge their utterance to be treasonable, 
and will term what we have here written, 
insolence. It is not so, whatever they 
may think. It is but an earnest protest 
against an imputation of crime, in be- 
half of a conquered people, a vindication 
of their right to respect and considera- 
tion, a denial of any right to punish them + 
as felons. Itis the frank expression of 
the convictions religiously entertained by 
nine-tenths of the people of the South ; 
of truths that ought to command the 
assent of allthe world. The States wer: 
sovereign, the Constitution was a com- 
pact. In vindieation of these truths we 
fought, and were overcome. We ac- 
knowledge the conqueror’s right to 
re-model the government, and that 
his will issupreme. We only say that 
he ought to change the Constitution, so 
that it shall provide for the Government 
established in violation of it by force. 
The Government is legitimate; only the 
Constitution has become a huge false- 
hood. We admit that the conqueror 
may exercise all the rights of conquest ; 
but we aver that he has none of the 
rights that the re/cllion of subjects, and 
their treason ‘give to Sovereigus. Our 
estates, our liberties, our lives, are his, 
by the laws of war and conquest; but 
he does not hold them by the tenure of 
forfeiture for crime. A State, we re- 
peat, could violate the compact; but 
it could not rebel; and when State 
warred against State, there could be no 
treason in obeying the will and sharing 
the fertunes of one’s own common- 
wealth. Reduce these States to Provinces, 
disfranchise, confiscate, hang, if you 
will! It will nevertheless be still true 
that we have been, not guilty but u

A private leffer in the New York 7imes 
from a violent radical army officer—a 
northern man—gives, if possible, a worse 
picture of suffering than any we have 
had.

A Depot Established for the 
Reception of Supplies. 


According to appointment, a meeting 
of the committee appointed by the pres- 
ident of the chamber of commerce and 
his honor, Mayor Loflant, met yesterday 
at the rooms of the chamber, and sub- 
mitted thelr report, which reads as 
follows :

Chamber of Commerce: 

Your committee appointed to collect 
supplies for the destitute and suffering 
on the Mississippi river and its tributa- 
ries, beg leave to report that the most 
feasible mode of ascertaining parties 
who are in need, is through the officers 
of the various steamboats that are plying 
in our different packet trades. We con- 
versed with a number of the captains 
and officers of the steamers plying be- 
tween our city and various ports below, 
and they are willing to convey pro- 
visions free of charge. They have 
the best opportunity of ascertain- 
ing who is in want of food or 
clothing. We hope that our commu- 
uity will hold themselves ready to | 
tribute, as we have no doubt but wh 
there will be ample opportunity of show- 
ing our liberality to our suffering people. 
Our packets that left yesterday prom- 
ised the committee that all cases of 
suffering that could be ascertained 
would be reported. The condition of the 
river is such it Would be impossible for a 
boat to reach those who are in need, and 
the only plan that can be adopted is the 
one we speak of. 

Your committee conferred with the 
mayor, and he informs us that he had 
made no itive engagement with the 
steamer Northwest, which requires pay- 
ing her officers, unless the boat should 
be used by him or the committee for the 
purpose, except that the boat can be 
obtained if necessary.

GRRNABDA, Miss., March 22, 1567. 


Editors Memphis Appeal: 

Supposing some Ideas from this section 
may be acceptable, ‘‘I take my pen in 
hand” to chat on paper. The past often 
illustrates the present. About a year 
: I wrote to the APPEAL an unfavor- 

able account of the troops at this place. 
They ofterfstraggied over the country, 
or were detailed, 


in emall squads, and 
committed many outrageous 
tions upon the citizens. Even the ne- 
were not unfrequently plundered. 
When complaint was made to the offi- 
cers, insults and rudeness were often re- 
turned; and at best, the injured parties 
were required to identify the offendip 
soldiers. As this, in most instances coul 
not be done, the citizens, despairing of 
ly submitted without 
complaint. At that time I wrote to the 
APPEAL a letter describing the state of 
things, and insisting that the officers 
were to blame for permitting the troops 
to rove about and plunder and rob, and 
that the officers should be held responsi- 


ble. This idea was soon ved to be 
true—the idea that e miscon- 
duct of seldiers was attributable 


to laxity of discipline, and to vareless- 
ness on the of the officers, whether 
the troops plundered and robbed or not. 
The troops, with their officers, then here, 
were withdrawn and other troops, com- 
manded by other officers, took their 
place—-a company of cavalry, com- 
manded by Capt. Wilson, and a com- 
pany of infantry, commanded by Lieut. 
Gilbreath. These nave been here nearly 
a’ year, and the exceptions to good con- 
duct have been rare, and of so light a 
grade as to cause no unkind feelings to- 
ward the troops, from the citizens. I do 
not say that no errors have been com- 
mitted. Some few errors are impossible 
from any any military force ; but, to the 
best of my information, the troops under 
the command of Capt. Wilson and Lieut. 
Gilbreath bave behaved well to the 
citizens, and the officers have shown no 
unkind or hostile feelings. These offi- 
cers deserve credit for the good conduct 
of their men, and with the same justice 
those previously in command of tr 
bere were censurable for the many rob- 
beries committed by the soldiers. Capt. 
Wilson and Lieut. Gilbreath, while they 
show but little courtesy and no desire 
to coneiliate the citizens, yet in other 
respects they have a correct sense of 
their duties, apply themselves to those 
duties with industry, energy and good 
judgment. I repeatthat I do not say 
that they bave not erred, but their errors 
have been{small, and their good conduct 
in inforeing discipline bas been conspic- 
uous. I understand that these officers, 
with their commands, will shortly be 
removed from Grenada, and their place 
will be filled by others; and for this rea- 
s0u I do them justice, that I may justly 
criticise their successors as I have al- 
ready done their predecessors. Person- 
ally I have no reason to feel partial to 
Capt. Wilson and Lieut. Gilbreath, and 
I write this not asa tribute of kindness 
to them, but with a view to the public 
interest, and to illustrate the fact that 
troops may be made to behave well, and 
when they do not so behave it is the 
fault of the officers, who should be held 
responsible. 
hile on this subject, allow me to pay 

a just tribute to Lieut. moey eC who has 
charge of the freedmen’s bureau at this 
place. His manners are always court- 
eous, frank and manly. Wholly with- 
out bigotry or prejudice, he applies 
himself with so much sense 
and justice to the business of his 
office as to made the true interest 
of the white population harmonize with 
that of the negroes. He aims to do jus- 
tice, and his good judgment enables him 
to succeed ; and at the same time his 
good manners to all parties enables him 
to give satisfaction to all. He was 
second in command to Capt. May, who 
died in this place some months ago, and 
who likewise gave satisfaction in his 
office—an office, above all others, odious 
to the citizens ; but Capt. May and Lieut. 
Shipley have given examples, showing 
that even this odious bureau may be ad- 
ministered with kindness and a sense of 
justice so as not to irritate or oppress.
